in new taxes and taxation savings,

Host of Amendments 
"The bill distributes the tax bur­ 
den fairly among

and 
will in no way impede legitimate 
business 
transactions.” 
he 
said, 
adding its two main purposes were 
to raise much-needed revenue and 
to make it more difllcult for the 
wealthy to avoid their just share 
of taxation. 


The host of

posed from both sides was expected 
to keep the bill before the senate 
the entire w'eek. 


Senator LaFollette (R-Wls) whose 
proposal to Increase the normal in­ 
come taxes from four to six per 
cent and surtaxes all along the

lost In committee, gave notice he 
would make an effort to have It 
adopted on the floor. 


Senator Gore (D-Okla) offered 
amendments which would disallow^ 
dedflctions frdm gross in ^m o qt 
salsU^ies and bonuses paid by cor­ 
porations in excess of $75,000 to 
individuals and tax 
all 
income 
from such source over that figure 
80 per cent. 


Elimination of the provision in 
existing law permitting one cor­ 
poration to deduct from gross in­ 
come dividends received from an­ 
other corporation was proposed by 
Senator Borah (R-Idaho). 


Among the other amendments 
suggested were: 


By Ashurst (D-Ariz), to levy a 
tariff of 10 cents a pound on Im­ 
ported copper. 


By Capper (R-Kans). to elimi- 
nato the one cent federal gasoline 
tax. 


By Nye (R-N D). to increase in­ 
come taxes 100 per cent in time of 
war and raise the tax on incomes 
over $10,000 for the duration of hos­ 
tilities so it would not be less than 
98 per cent when combined with 
state, local and foreign taxation. 


Harrison said the bill would raise 
about $175,000,000 In the next fiscal 
year and for its first full year of 
operation—the Income tax would 
not become payable until the next 
calendar year—It would bring in an 
estimated $330,000,000.

Each trapper feels 
that It Is useless for him to con­ 
serve them, for some other tra p ­ 
per will catch the anim als. 
This 
procedure leads to extinction if it 
is not regulated by the state,” 


The closing order does not pre­ 
vent regulation of predatory ani­ 
mals if they become very destruc­ 
tive of game animals, for thsy can 
be killed by sta te o r federal tr a p ­ 
pers.

1894. which saw the 
beginnings of what was later to 
be the State Sanatorium at How- 
ell. the first institution for the 
care of the tuberculosis sick in 
Michigan. 


Four 
men.

Wells. Dr. Mason W. Gray. Pro­ 
fessor Delos Fall and Sfcretary 
Henry B. Baker, all members of 
the State Board of Health, gather- 
fMt between sessions of the Sani­ 
tary Convention at the horns of 
Hr. H. L. Rosenberry. then Meno­ 
minee's health officer. There Ba­ 
ker told them that they w^ere met 
to conaider ways and means of 
oblaintng a hospital 
for 
"con- 
aumptlvea". 


The proposal they considered— 
a separate intlitution—was radi­ 
cal and awaited a lot of caustic 
Ncepticism at the hands of voters 
and uninformed physicians. 1S94 
waa only nine years after the com­ 
pletion of the first tubarculosis 
nanatorium in the United States 
— a two-room shack In the Adi­ 
rondack mountains.

Pacts on Predatory 
Animal Control 


Debating Here Tonight

That the coyote Is the greatest 
menace to wild game 
and 
live­ 
stock that we have, was tho opin­ 
ion expressed by H. P. Williams, 
Kscanaba. chief of Predatory Ani- 
mal control In Michigan, In an in­ 
teresting talk here yesterday noon 
before the Gladstone Rotary club. 


Williams based his belief 
on 
25 years of experience in the field. 
He said that individually they are 
110 more dangerous, nor are they 
Kreater killers than wolves, but it 
is in their ability to adapt them- 
twelves to all conditions that they 
constitute a threat. 


Recent 
reports that predators 
were on the increase in Michigan 
have been proven false 
through 
investigations, Mr. Williams said, 
and pointed out that the probes 
^ow ed a decided decrease in tbe 
number of wolves despite the fact 
that they migrate Into upper pen-^ 
insula at several points. He saidj 
the surveys failed to show an in- 
« reaso in tl\^ coyoto 
population, 
but because of theiv 
dangerous- 
I’ess every effort should be con­ 
tinued to keep this predator under 
control. 


Has Ai»lo Force 


"Michigan 
today has a force 
capable of meeting any situation 
Íregarding control of predators) 
that may arise,*’ the control chief 
stated. 


Much of the present day dam- 
Mge done by predators is by dogs, 
Mr. Williams said, but inasmuch 
Ms th.e slate has a8sume<J no 
re­ 
sponsibility for suits which might 
jirise from the disposal of 
such 
animals, his 
staff 
is 
desisting 
from 
a 
real 
active 
campaign 
iigainst these predators until such 
time as the state conservation de­ 
partment acts on the matter. 


Williams came to Michigan from 
u middle western state in 1930 «t 
{» time when tho state 
conserva­ 
ron department 
requested 
the 
II. S. biological survey to assist in 
the control of predators. 
Since 
that time he has had a staff of 12 
to 16 hunters working and they 
lipve captured or killed some 3,- 
r>(»0 
niajqr 
predators,* . Among 
them were 225 wolves, 3D5 bob­ 
cats, 19S2 coyotes#v^455 foxes and 
1.10 bears. This doe« not include 
the figures for 
the 
last 
three 
itionths, nor, in the case of bears, 
the number which were caught in 
v.'olf or coyote traps in game ter­ 
ritory and later releised. All 
of 
I lie 130 bears killed by the hunt­ 
ers were livestock killers. 


In addition to the above figures 
the men did away with some 15,- 
:!75 small predators such as cats, 
dogF, weasals, minks and others.

House, president of the Guardian 
Trust Co.. and Harry C. Robinson 
and William R. Green, vice presi- 
dents, on charges of misapplica- 
tion of ?5S,000 and. falsification 
of bank records.
